Fork in the road 

Mandei looks to future in State of the City address

Edmonton is at an 
interesting crossroads 
right now, Mayor Stephen 
Mandei told a packed 
house at his annual State 
of the City address at the 
Shaw Conference Centre 
yesterday. 

The mayor’s 20-minute 
speech covered the events 
of the past year and looked 
ahead to the city’s future. 

“Over the past year so 
many efforts have come to¬ 
gether, and we are now at 
the point where we will 
shift focus — moving key 
projects from design into 


action,” Mandei said. 

“We have reached a 
point of transition. In other 
words, the real work is 
about to begin.” 

The mayor touched on 
plans for an extensive LRT 
network that’s in the fi¬ 
nancing stage. The city is 
looking to negotiate with 
provincial and federal part¬ 
ners to see 30 kilometres of 
new network built by 2017. 

He talked about the rede¬ 
velopment of the City Cen¬ 
tre Airport being the most 
significant in the city’s his¬ 
tory and the challenges of 
looking at long-term issues 
like community safety and 
homelessness. 

“We have new plans in

place for our community 
safety committee and we 
are one year into our 10- 
year plan to end homeless¬ 
ness,” Mandei said. 

“We committed to fixing 
things that have proven to 
be bigger challenges than 
we anticipated.” 

Cities are often meas¬ 
ured by the djmamic char¬ 
acter of their downtown, 
the mayor acknowledged. 
He said Edmonton, in the 
past, has had some chal¬ 


lenges with its core. 

“We have seen many pos¬ 
itive steps over the past 
few years,” he said. “But we 
are a long way from where 
we need to be.” 

The scope of the pro¬ 
posed downtown arena 
and entertainment com¬ 
plex is starting to come to 
light and the mayor said 
the due diligence on this 
project will be veiy big, 
and veiy transparent. 

“It must be done in the 
spirit of deciding what is 
best for Edmonton,” Man- 
del said. “It’s time to forge 
ahead. I am ready, we are 
ready to take the first steps 
towards building the fu¬ 
ture we have imagined.” 


EVACUATION A chemical 
scare at the University of 
Alberta forced students 
and staff to evacuate the 
largest library and a 
student residence for 
about two hours yesterday. 

Fire crews were called in 
to investigate a report of 
an unconscious person 
and a chemical release in 
one of the dorm rooms on 
the upper floors of the 
HUB Mall shopping and 
housing complex. 

The complex is linked 
by an above-ground pedes¬ 
trian walkway to the 
Rutherford Libraiy. 

University officials said 
students and staff were no¬ 
tified by alarms, cell 
phones and text messages 
to leave the area. Fire 
crews found one person 
dead in the suite and then 
checked for the chemical. 

“The (hazardous-materi¬ 
als) team measured the air 
with their instruments, 
and everything was com¬ 
ing up zero harmful chem¬ 
icals in the air. 

“There wasn’t a risk to 
anybody even outside the 
door of this room,” said 
Tim Wilson of Edmonton 
Fire Rescue Services. 

Wilson couldn’t confirm 
the nature of the 
chemical. The deceased’s 
two roommates and the 
maintenance person who 
found the body were 
checked by paramedics 
and found to be OK, he 
said. 

“Nobody was transport¬ 
ed to hospital with 
injuries or complications.”

Oilers nab first overall pick in this year's draft

The biggest win of the 
year for the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers came two days after 
the regular season ended. 

The NHL’s 30th-place 
team retained the No. 1 
overall pick in the draft 
lottery last night, giving 
GM Steve Tambellini an 
opportunity that none of 
his predecessors has ever 
enjoyed. And the timing 
couldn’t be better. 

“This is a huge opportu¬ 
nity for this organization 
going forward,” said Tam¬ 
bellini. “I think it perfectly 
fits the moment of where 
we are as a hockey team, 
as an organization. We’re 
in a rebuild type of phase 
with this group. This is a 
huge building block.” 

Barring an unlikely 
trade, the Oilers will have 
the final say in the debate 
between Taylor Hall and 
Tyler Seguin when the 
draft kicks off June 25 th at 
the Staples Center in Los 
Angeles. The two OHL stars 
have gone back-and-forth 
in the eyes of scouts all sea¬ 
son, with Seguin getting 
the No. 1 nod from the 
NHL’s Central Scouting Bu¬ 
reau in its final rankings 


last week. 

The Oilers haven’t made 
up their mind. 

“That question has not 
been answered yet,” said 
Tambellini. 

Edmonton entered the 
draft lottery with a 48.2 
per cent chance of earning 
the No. 1 pick and Tam¬ 
bellini admitted to feeling 
some nerves while await¬ 
ing his team’s fate. He and 


executives from the four 
other teams with a shot at 
landing the top pick gath¬ 
ered at the TSN studios in 
Toronto.

Finer points of public speaking are important in all walks of life, says expert

In socio-political terms, 
the first quarter of 2010 
has proven crucial in 
learning what not to do. 

Amusingly, most of 
those lessons have come 
from figures we’ve been 
urged to shape our lives 
after. Many felt uncon¬ 
vinced during golf pro 
Tiger Woods’ public apol¬ 
ogy for scandalous behav¬ 
iour. He appeared awk¬ 
wardly indifferent while 


reading what was meant 
to be sincere atonement. 

Similarly, Russian 
Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin disgraced himself 
during the recent 
Olympics ordeal when 
American figure skater 
Evan Lysacek was forced 
to defend his gold medal 
win against an insulting, 
emotionally charged and 
impulsive attack. 

Odd that individuals 
graced with the finer as¬ 
pects of keeping up ap¬ 
pearances should tarnish 
themselves so heavily. Yet 


as Peter Handal, CEO of 
performance-based work¬ 
force development organi¬ 
zation Dale Carnegie 
Training reveals, even the 
most cultivated of us can 
slip, especially when 
speaking in public. 

“It’s very common for 
individuals not used to 
speaking in front of an au¬ 
dience to read and rely 
upon notes to quell 
nerves and eliminate awk¬ 
ward silences but it is es¬ 
sential for this to be kept 
at a minimum if the 
speaker wants to be per- 
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When it comes to public speaking, the best thing to do is own 
the topic, know your subject, and talk to — not at — your audi¬ 
ence. 


ceived as sincere,” he 
notes. “(Woods’) speech it¬ 
self was well-written and 
included all the hallmarks 
of a heartfelt, appropriate 
apology but its delivery 
before a contrived audi¬ 
ence left something to be 
desired.” 

In that respect, Handal 
looks to Lysacek as the 
epitome of proper public 
speaking. He got his point 
across by not relying too 
heavily upon printed ma¬ 
terials, being himself, in¬ 
cluding the audience in 
the conversation while 
keeping it brief, utilizing 
strong eye contact and in¬ 
jecting his speech with 
enthusiasm. He also 
stresses that the overall 
modus should be to own 
the topic; know the sub¬ 
ject of the presentation 
well enough to feel com¬ 
fortable discussing it. 

Thankfully, such funda¬ 
mentals apply to all as¬ 
pects of public speaking 
be it in the classroom, 
lunchroom or boardroom 
and with any audience 
from one to one thou¬ 
sand. Furthermore, de¬ 
spite age, gender or back¬ 
ground, intent remains 
constant: To speak with 
people as opposed to at 
them via sincerity, pac¬ 


ing, enthusiasm and se¬ 
curing their desire to feel 
important. 

“If the audience feels 
they are trying to be con¬ 
vinced of something, they 
will immediately go on 
the defensive and be less 
receptive to what you 
have to say,” Handal clos¬ 


es. “Talk in terms of 
(their) interests and use 
their names often. One 
Dale Carnegie Training 
principle states, ‘to them, 
a person’s name is the 
sweetest and most impor¬ 
tant sound in any lan¬ 
guage.’ Using it often will 
keep them engaged.”

Mustang ponies up power 


2011 model is a fast-moving beast with an eye for fuel economy

Ford’s engineers have been 
working overtime on the 
2011 Mustang’s 
powertrain and chassis — 
and their efforts have now 
catapulted the American 
bestseller into a whole 
new world of 
performance. 

For the first time ever, 
that world of performance 
starts with the V6-powered 
model. The aging four-litre 
powerplant has been given 
the boot in place of a 
lighter and considerably 
more powerful 3.7 litre 
unit. 

With a four-cam, four- 
valve architecture and a 
busload of engineering 
tweaks, the Mustang’s new 
entiy-engine generates 305 
horsepower of the free- 
breathing, high-rewing va¬ 
riety. 

Despite the generous 
performance. Ford’s engi¬ 


neers gush proudly that 
the new mill is the first V6 
to generate 305 horsepow¬ 
er while turning in 35 
mpg. That’s about 6.7L / 
100km for us Canadians. 
Regular fuel, too. 

A slick new system called 
Twin Independent Variable 
Cam Timing (Ti-VCT) is re¬ 
sponsible for the remark¬ 
able combination of thrust 
and thrift. By continually 
altering cam timing and 
engine breathing, power is 
dosed out on an as-request¬ 
ed basis. The new V6 
musters enough sauce to 
keep pace with the outgo¬ 
ing 4.6-litre V8, though effi¬ 
ciency is maximized when 
drivers are gentle.

Those shopping for a 
used Equinox will find LS 
and LT trim levels, repre¬ 
senting the basic and 
more fully-loaded models, 
respectively. Higher-end 


models got fog-lamps, al¬ 
loy wheels, a power dri¬ 
ver’s seat, tinted glass and 
more. Air conditioning 
was standard on all mod¬ 
els, and ABS brakes, trac¬ 
tion control and All 
Wheel Drive (AWD) could 
be optionally specified. 

All models also got V6 
power, flexible seating 
and relatively generous 
_ interior proportions. 

WHAT OWNERS 
LIKE: According 
to Equinox driv- 
I ers, AWD mod¬ 
els deliver ad¬ 


mirable per- 
formance and 
traction in the 
snow. The Equinox’s 
audio system, interior ver¬ 
satility and ride comfort 
are also highly rated by 
owners. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: 

Common complaints cen¬ 
tre around the Equinox’s 


large turning circle, some 
cheap interior trim and a 
noisy engine. Some driv¬ 
ers also complain of high- 
er-than-expected fuel con¬ 
sumption, thanks in part 
to the lack of an available 
four-cylinder engine. 

COMMON ISSUES: Nearly 
every Equinox in the used 
market had GM’s 3.4 litre, 
185-horsepower V6 under 
the hood. In past applica¬ 
tions, this so-called 
“3400’’engine was known 
for a nasty gasket and 
coolant problem. 

Put simply, an overly 
corrosive engine coolant 
could dissolve engine gas¬ 


kets and cause a slew of 
expensive problems that 
could lead to engine fail¬ 
ure. This problem seems 
to have been remedied by 
time the 3400 engine 
made its way under the 
Equinox’s hood, though 
shoppers are advised to 
remain cautious and have 
any used candidate in¬ 
spected for this issue by a 
certified CM mechanic. 

Shoppers wishing to 
play it safe can also opt 
for a 2007 or later Equi¬ 
nox with some portion of 
the 160,000 kilometre 
powertrain warranty re¬ 
maining, or a 2008 or lat¬ 
er model with the option¬ 


al 3.6 litre V6. 

On a test drive, kill the 
stereo and be sure to 
drive slowly in a tight cir¬ 
cle, over some potholes, 
and through a parking lot 
with speedbumps. In each 
of the above situations, 
note any clunking, pop¬ 
ping, grinding or clicking 
noises that could be a sign 
of trouble. 

Clicking or rubbing ap¬ 
parent from the rear of 
the vehicle could indicate 
a differential problem, 
too. 

Those test-driving an 
AWD model are encour¬ 
aged to check for unwel¬ 
comed noises when the 


system engages to power 
the rear wheels. This hap¬ 
pens automatically when 
wheelspin is detected, so 
drivers will need to stab 
the throttle on some sand 
or ice where appropriate 
to get the tires slipping. 
Groaning or grinding 
noises in the process may 
indicate a potentially ex¬ 
pensive problem. 

THE VERDICT: Used Equi¬ 
nox shoppers will likely 
find the model comfort¬ 
able, attractively priced, 
and roomy — especially 
compared to some of the 
smaller, pricier competi¬ 
tion from Japan.

What is it about the na- 
tme of getting cars fixed 
that seems to generate acri¬ 
mony? 

There is one obvious rea¬ 
son: How would you rather 
spend $2,300? On a leaking 
and overheated transmis¬ 
sion, or on a family trip to 
Disney? Okay, some of you 
might opt for the transmis¬ 
sion, but you get my point. 

Other reasons for dys¬ 
functional customer-me¬ 
chanic relationships usually 
centre on mistrust and com¬ 
petency. 

You, or your uncle, once 
got charged $437 for a re¬ 
placement foogleboomer, 
and it never fixed an54:hing. 


because that car never ever 
had a foogleboomer. 

But today we’re going ex¬ 
amine a less-discussed irri¬ 
tant in the relationship — 
the customer. 

I once worked for a spell 
behind the service counter 
at a busy GM dealership. My 
colleagues and 1 dealt with a 
lot of upset customers, be¬ 
cause, well, this was the ear¬ 
ly 1980s, when GM was 
transitioning from big cars 
to smaller, front-drive cars, 
and this didn’t always go 
well. 

Some customers commis¬ 
erated with our mutual 
plight, and were patient 
and polite. 

Others were scaiy. The 
language! Our young 
cashier found it particularly 
hard to take; at least once a 
week she would have to re¬ 
tire to the bathroom for a 
good ciy. 

Here is a partial list of 
other questionable cus¬ 
tomer behaviour we experi¬ 
enced: 

Demanding warranty cov¬ 
erage, even though the ve¬ 
hicle was years out of war¬ 
ranty and used regularly to 
tow circus animals; 

Accusing us of a “make

work” project if we even 
suggested something like 
replacing a 21-year drive 
belt; 

Giving us a total of 17 
minutes to diagnose and re¬ 
pair a complicated, inter¬ 
mittent drivetrain malfunc¬ 
tion; 

Letting their unsupervised 
children make forts out of 
empty oil barrels. Leaving 
us to empty the trunk of 
dead cats (or what looked 
like dead cats) before we 
could get in there to change 
a turn signal bulb. 

I’ve sat in on lots of train¬ 
ing seminars for mechanics 
and service advisors, and 
many had lots to say about 
difficult customers ... How 
to manage their sky-high 
expectations... How to pre¬ 
vent them from damaging 


the morale of hard work¬ 
ing, talented, and honest 
workers... How to get them 
interacting more effectively 
with service staff. 

On the latter point, one 
trainer advised to tell cus¬ 
tomers to show up for serv¬ 
ice appointments with a ve¬ 
hicle that was “ready for 
service,” which basically 
meant: clean inside and 
out; nothing in the trunk 
and cargo area; gas in the 
tank. 

Having a car “ready for 
service” is a show of respect 
to the kind of mechanic you 
want to have a relationship 
with over a long period 
time. 

Gustomers have a right to 
expect a high level of pro¬ 
fessional car care service. 
But at the same time, those 
in the car care profession 
have a right to expect a ba¬ 
sic level of civility, and a 
modicum of understanding 
when complicated and 
cranky vehicles make life 
difficult for the technicians. 
Because who wants more 
ciying?

Porsche auto start-stop cuts off idling

Unlike conventional 
cars, hybrid vehicles gener¬ 
ally get better fuel efficien¬ 
cy in the city than on the 
highway. Part of the reason 
is idle-stop — the gasoline 
engine shuts off when the 
vehicle isn’t moving. 

Some non-hybrid Euro¬ 
pean models do this, but 
now, Porsche has brought 
the technology to Ganada 
with its new Auto Start- 
Stop, found on Panamera 
and on automatic-equipped 
Gayenne models. 

“Over the life cycle of a 
car, you spend something 
like 27 per cent of your time

idling,” says Laurance Yap, 
manager of public relations 
for Porsche Gars Ganada. “If 
you can just shut the engine 
off while you’re not going 
an 5 rwhere, you can see a 
substantial fuel savings 
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without the complexity of a 
hybrid powertrain.” 

Hybrids use the car’s elec¬ 
tric motor to restart the en¬ 
gine. Instead, Porsche uses a 
heavy-duty version of 
the regular gear-dri¬ 
ve starter used on ^ 
regular models. 

“It’s a much 
beefier starter,” 

Yap says. “It’s 
substantially re¬ 
inforced and much 
more robust than in 
a car that doesn’t shut itself 
off all the time. It will last as 
long as a conventional 
starter would last in a car 
without this feature.” 

Unlike a hybrid, where 
the idle stop operates with¬ 
out any driver intervention, 
Porsche’s Auto Start-Stop 
can be turned off via a but¬ 
ton on the console if the 
driver chooses. When it’s 
turned on, the car’s sensors 
determine if and when to

shut off the engine. 

In order for it to operate, 
the shift lever must be in 
Drive, the engine must be 
within its normal operating 
temperature, and the car 
must be completely 
stopped with the driver’s 
foot on the brake. 

The engine stays on if the 
car is in Sport or Sport Plus 
mode, if it’s on a steep in¬ 
cline, or if the wheels are 
angled, which might indi¬ 
cate that the driver intends 
to make a quick turn. 

Although the engine is no 
longer running, eveiything 
else continues to operate, 
including the lights, heat or 
air conditioning, stereo, 
_ safety systems, and all 
^ electronics. 

There’s no 
time limit to 
I how long the 
I engine stays off, 
but the car con¬ 
stantly monitors 
the batteiy’s 
charge, and if it 
drops below a certain 
point, the engine starts up 
again to charge it. 

“There’s a ten-per-cent re¬ 
duction in fuel consump¬ 
tion, and a five per cent re¬ 
duction of G02 emissions 
over the life of the vehicle,” 
Yap says. 

“It’s another expression 
of the Porsche ethos of 
building the most efficient 
model possible, regardless 
of the segment.”

A desperate drug tale for the Douglas heir 


It was the summer of 2009 
and Cameron Douglas was 
strung out on heroin — 
again. 

Holed up in a trendy 
Manhattan hotel, the way¬ 
ward heir to Holl 5 ^ood 


royalty — son of Michael, 
grandson of Kirk — was 
shooting up sometimes six 
times a day. 

His own stabs at stardom 
had mostly gone nowhere. 
But notoriety found him 


when federal agents 
showed up at his hotel 
door to cast him in an un¬ 
wanted role: methamphet- 
amine trafficker. 

The 31-year-old’s real-life 
drug drama in a Manhat¬ 


tan court has since laid

over it.
